West Wants Cases Advanced. 
Washington. Oct. IO.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral West of Oklahoma appeared be­ 
fore the Supreme Court today and 
filed a motion to advance three Ok­ 
lahoma land tax cases from the Choc­ 
taw Nation; also to advance the case 
of Meyer vs. 
W ells-Fargo Express 
company involving the constitutional­ 
ity of the Oklahoma gross revenue 
law, and the case of Harrison vs. the 
St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad, 
involving the constitutionality of the 
Oklahoma law seeking to force for­ 
eign corporations operating in Okla­ 
homa to have their sole domicile in 
Oklahoma. 
Solicitor Lehman of the department 
of justice asked that the Moses Whit­ 
mire case involving the allotment of 
Cherokee land to 1,500 negroes, be 
advanced. 
While these proceedings were being 
held in the suprem e court Judge Ber­ 
nard of the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbus was hearing a r­ 
gument as tc whether children of the 
Cherokee nation bom after Septem­ 
ber, 1902, shall be included in the 
distribution of land and money, in ac­ 
cordance with an act of congress. 
The litigation involving the claim 
of the Cherokee children was insti­ 
tuted by Levi *B. Gritts 
and 
others, 
who sought an injunction to prevent 
the payment of money to heirs born 
after September, 1902, about 5,600 iii 
number. An injunction was denied, 
and an apneal was taken by the plain 
tiffs, who represent about 36,000 In­ 
dians.

than he is with the present' equip­ 
ment. 
The new invention has not only 
been applied to rifles, but to fowling 
pieces and other

rifles, Mr. Svenson has invented two 
kinds of appliances, one of which can 
Ae used as an ordinary rifle and an­ 
ither as a machine gun. Mr. Svenson 
riaims that his weapon can at will 
he made to perform both functions 
without its weight in any way being 
increased.

Guthrie state banks refused to pay on 
the grounds given. Then the Bank of 
Indian Territory secured an injunc­ 
tion against interference by the state 
after an attempt was made by the 
banking board to force that concern 
to pay the guarantee assessment. Lat­ 
er, however, the Bank of Indian I er- 
ritory compromised with the state be­ 
ing allowed some credits on the pay­ 
ment. The Guthrie banks, it develops 
have stood alone in protesting the 
guaranty fund payment and against 
its use to hoisted up weak barks.
